The cows whoso records have b en
used by the department have boon out
bo that only raatunj animals woro
used for thcBC comparisons, thus elim-

inating any differences that might
have becri caused by the Immaturity
of Bomo cows.

In ono group for which figures have
boon proparod thoro wo ro 1G0 cows
classified as small, 201 as medium,
and 129 an large. Tho small cows
avoraged 243 pounds of buttorfat u
yoar, and mado an lncomo over the
cost of food of 77.39. Thoso of modlum

' bIzo mado 289 pounds of buttorfat and
an lncomo over feed cost of 88.91. Tho
largo cows produced 345 pounds of
buttorfat and a return above food cost
of 105.74.

In another group thcro woro 401

small cows, 483 classed as modlum,
nnd 32G largo. Thoso in tho frlst class-
ification mado 240 pounds of buttorfat
on an avorago and an incomo over
cost of feed of 89.11. Tho medium
mado 278 pounds of buttorfat and
$106.09 over feed coat. Tho largo onos
produced 299 pounds of buttorfat and
an incomo over feed cost of 108,29.

Thoso tables woro basod mostly on
figures for the years 191G to 1919, in-

clusive, which accounts for the high
averago lncomo over coat of food.

Flvo hundred replies to a series of
questions on tho utility valuo of pure-
bred llvo stock havo been received by
tho Bureau of Animal Industry of tho
United States Department of Agrl-
culturo. Aheso questions woro sent to
progressive farmors In all parts of
tho country and thoy aro almost un-

animous In praising tho purobrod as
tho fount from which tho stream of
prosperity flowa. Tho writers of thoso
letters, all of whom havo taken tho
plcdgo In tho "Better Sires Better
Stock" campaign, placo varying val-

ues on tho purebred na compared
with tho Bcrub, but noarly all of them
agree In spirit with the Nebraska
farmer who wroto as follows:

"I dcslro to thank the originator
of this qucstlonalre, for ho has struck
tho koynoto of bettor llvo stock. A
purebred Is elthor bettor for utility
purposes or not and slnco it alwa.tff
costs more than ono of mixed breed-lu- g

It should return moro In compet-
ition.

"Tho 'bosB' of this farm Is not blos-so- d

with a largo family nor an ovar-

ii lus of muscular force, therefore
ovorythlng mUBt pay Its way. Wo first
saw tho light with purebred Wyan-dott- o

chickens found that wo had
moro uniform birds, moro eggs and
a better market. Then wlfo began to
keop books on our grade cows and I
dlcovered that I had boen chamber
maid for a bunch of star boarders.
So. wo bought a fow purobrod heifers,
(iaiwnys had purebred males) nnd
started without any Idea of over sell-

ing breeding stock Just to have good
milkers and sell tho calves aB baby
beof. Woll, tho neighbors liked the
purobreds bettor and thoy camo and
bought tho surplus; still doing It yet

"Notice wo stress u'ftlllty. If tho
podigrco Is fancy, all woll and good;
but tho individual must inako good
on tho utility IbaslB. Foundation stock
has gono to four adjoining states and
most of th counties lying closs with-

out oxponslvo advertising or public
salo. Common stock and culls are
never priced as breeding stock."

Another farmor from tho samo part
of tho country writes an inspiring
story in a fow slmplo words. Ho says

"I am much pleased to add my llttlo
to your work, but It appears It la

hard to get some farmers to realize
tho udvantage of purebrod stock and
modern oqulpmont. I will say that my
wlfo and I started 2Gyoara ago on a
rented farm with a llttlo property
and Bomo debt. Wo now havo .one .of
tho finest flocks of Loghorns, tho
host hoad of Jorsoys In this part of
tho stato, and 240 acres, of valley Im

provomonts. Wo novor fell heir to' any
money, but lay our success to tho
kooplng of purebred stock and glv
ing it tho right caro. Peoplo In our
town buy our milk at 10c a quart
and want moro. Wo now havo 45 Jor- -

soyB, 1,000 Loghorns and 100 Duroo
hogs, all purebred. I am your friend.'

Almost without exception farmers
who railso purebred animals m,aTcoj
